The invention relates to a system for utilising 
information carriers in, for example, shopping centres 
where shopping trolleys are made available to the 
visitors. The aim of the invention is to provide a system 
for utilising information carriers which, via such an 
information carrier, addresses each member of the public 
as an individual.
